MvucH interest has been aroused by the recent case in which 
an Italian Jew, resident in Egypt, M. Umberto 
Jabes, sued the President of the Cairo German 
Community for libel. The plaintiff claimed that 
a booklet published by the German Club of Cairo 
constituted a defamation against the Jewish race and therefore 
against himself personally, and demanded damages accordingly. 
The Court, however, decided that the publication was not aimed at 
Egyptian Jewry directly, and the case was therefore irreceivable. 
The case opens up once again a vexed question of law, which has 
never heen very clearly decidéd, but which is, nevertheless, of 
paramount importance to Jewish interests to-day. In the Cairo 
case, there seems to be no doubt that world-Jewry as a whole was 
assailed, and inthe extracts quoted by plaintiff's counsel this was 
expressly admitted. But the question arises whether, if the booklet had 
been specifically directed at Egyptian Jewry, any ntember of that body 
would have been entitled to sue. Judging from the terms of the 
verdict he would seem clearly to have such a right. , But there would 
then apparently arise the further question of whether when the action 
was taken the plaintiff could prove that the slander was personal to 
himself, that he, as a member of the 
Community, had suffered injury and 
damages.

litt other day I was writing in this column of the Jew’'s duty 
of self-criticism, and quoting Zangwill's saying that the Bible 
isan anti-Semitic book. The subject has, however, wider implica. 
tions than space then allowed me to suggest. It has a bearing on 
the whole question of the Jew's Divine election, and the manner 
in which we proclaim it—whether in a spirit of self exculpation, or, 
worse still, self-adulation, or in a spirit of universal service.

One may well ask, therefore, why 
Jews alone should renounce their heritage—a claim, be it 
remembered, that at least is justified by the record of beneficent 
influence in the world's life and thought, the claim of the people 
that gave Mankind the priceless gift of the ethical God. 


HAT brings me to another point. In the claim to Divine elec ion, 
everything depends on the underlying idea. Election for what? 

For mere annexation or military predominance, supported by arro- 
yant professions of superiority, in the German manner? For domina- 
tion and triumph, such as are attributed to Japanese ambitions” 
“Sir,” wrote Cromwell, who regarded himself as the servant of 
Providence, “ God hath taken away your eldest son by a cannon 
shot.” Is that the underlying idea of the doctrine of Jewish 
selection? Assuredly not. The Jewish doctrine rests on the belief 
of selection for universal service. Jewish teaching has never 
conceived the Deity as a tribal god whose favours are reserved 


for his chosen people. Right back in early history the 
covenant of God with Abraham laid.it down that “in thee

thill all the families of the earth be _biessed.’

righteous of all nations,” in the well-known saying of the 
Rabbis, “ have a share in the world to come.” Always the election 
of Israel is envisaged as a task or a burden, rather than, in 
the modern Imperialistic sense, the task of witnessing to the 
existence and laws of Providence.

The 
Ministry is also called upon every now and then to make\ public 
denial of the Jewish ancestry of suspected persons. The late Rudoli 
Steiner, for example, the founder of Anthroposophy. has just bad 
this stain removed from his reputation. 


“ Doing the Jews a Good ‘Service ” 

Dr. Thomalla, Councillor for Population and Race to the 
tropaganda Ministry, declared in a speech at Kassel that in the 
efforts to keep the race pure, the question of the yellow or black 
races did not arise, but only that of the Jews. It was not necessary 
to raise- hymns of hate against the Jews, or speak in bumptious 
tones of their inferiority. It was enough to establish that the 
Jewish race was different from the Aryan. They were doing the 
Jews themselves a good service by demanding non-admixture with 
the Aryan race, for cross-breeds were unhappy creatures, be they 
hever so rich or socially important. There had been certain hard. 


ships, human catastrophes and tragedies in this enforced separation 
of the Jewish race, but the Mgr State had been no less severe on 
its own fellow-Germans whd failed to fulfil its demands. 


The limportance of this racial work was recognised by General 
Goering on his 41st birthday, when he bestowed the title of State 
Councillor (Staatsrat) on Dr, Conty, the head of the Prussian Racial 
Department. Dr. Wilhelm Grav, writing in the VorLKISCHER 
JHOBACHTER, Claims that Germany “has shown the way to the rest 
of the world by putting astop to the dangerous experiment of Jewish 
emancipation. “ Before long,’ he predicts, “Jewish emancipation 
will be withdrawn even in (hose countries which to-day are still 
denying the reality of the Jewish problem.

Manchester Guardian's” Indictment 


fhe English Press did not allow the date to pass unnoticed. 
MANCHESTER GUARDIAN reminded its readers of the persecation 
of the Jews in two long articles specially devoted to the subject. In 
the tirst article. the writer deals with the efforts of the Government 
to conceal the truth and, after detailing the anti Sennti that 
have been passed, he proceeds : 
And yet they are only a part of the persecution. The laws 
nat, theoretically, apply to all German citizens, whether Gentile o 
practice give the dientile every possible mivantage and the 
‘ewevery disadvantage. They protect the Gentile from the Jew 
sut not the Jew from the Gentile. Thus a Gentile may libel a Jew 
ith impunity, but not a Jew a Gentile—at least, not if the Gentile 
Nazi. Brown Shirts have committed innumerable thefts in 
owish shops—they have habitually asked for cigarettes and other 
rticles at the counter and have received them without payment- 
vhile the shopkeeper has had no means of redress. It is easy for a 
‘entile to recover a debt from a Jew, but very difficult or even 
mpossible for a Jew to recover a debt from a Gentile. ... The 
lew has all the obligations of German citizenship but few of the 
y nights. If, as is proposed, he is deprived of that citizenship, he wil! 
still have the obligations (he will, for example, continue to pay taxes) 
and will have even fewer rights. The fiction put forward by the 
‘rerman Government is that he will have the status of a foreign 
resident, but as he will be without the protection of any foreign 
‘rovernment, he will have no such status.’ Referring to acts ofl 
violence, he reminds us that their severity has varied—and still 
varies—from district to district. “In a town like Treves, for 
exainple, the crader excesses have been avoided, although anti 
Semitic legislation is operating there as elsewhere. In Baden, 
the persecution of the Jews as well as of the political opponents 
of the Dictatorship has been relatively mild. In Berlin it has 
heen frightful—in the early days of the persecution, hundreds of Jews 
and not only German Jews) were physically maltreated. A full 
account of what happened in Berlin alone would fill several 
volumes, and it would make such reading as to cause the utmost 
wonder as to how such dreadful things are possible in the modern 
world. But Berlin is not the worst—it probably presents a fair average 
of what has happened to the Jews in Germany. In Hessen, the anti. 
Semitic excesses went on month after month, so that hundreds of 
Jewish families were compelled to seek refuge in the forests or to 
leave for other parts—the emigration of the Jews abroad is only 
part of the total emigration, many having fled from regions of

By 
way of comment let us quote Professor Einstein, who said 
recently in the course of an interview in Philadelphia: “ Govern- 
ment under such crazy peop'e cannot last.” 

The authorities in Stuttgart are trying to make it last by 
tightening the screw. The Government of Warttemburg recently 
issued a “last warning to incorrigible enemies of the State,” 
announcing that “Red (Social st), Blue (Monarchist) and Black 
(Wlevical) germs of infection w.il have to be removed ‘from the 
healthy German body by surgical operation if the present hospital 
treatment does not prove successful within a short time.” Not 
content with this outburst, the Political Police, who inspired the 
warning, extend it. to “ political would-be big buss, frustrated club 
chairmen,” and, in a final flight of metaphor, to “the eel-smooth 
men of darkness,” who may be assumed to be the Jews. The policy 
pursued hitherto, it is explained, has been one of winning over 
hearts and of refraining from unnecessary harshness. [In most cases 
this kindness hos been successful, but the “little groups of pem 
tents’ must now understand that the indulgence hitherto shown 
will come to an end if it is mistaken for weakness. 


Aryanising Everything 

Dr. Schmitt, Reich Minister of Economics, perhaps shares Prof. 
Einstein's view, for his plans are still being set awry by this 
Stuttgart mentality. A short while ago Dr. Ley issued an appeal 
in connection with the huge colonisation projeet which the Govern 
ment has announced for colonising the German. Belgian frontier in 
the Aachen district, in which he makes it clear that the Jews have 
no chance of realising their hope of adjusting themselves to the 
new conditions by becoming land workers. * The principle of the 
soil must be combined with the racial principle,” he says, “ and the 
life of the German nation depends on how far it will be able to 
co-ordinate these two principles, eliminating the Jews from. all 
work on the land.” 

“ The Aryan principle will be fully applied also in the leadership 
of German economic life,’ Baron Fritz von Schroeder, the newly. 
elected President of the amalgamated Chamber of Commerce of 
Cologne and Bonn, said in addressing the first joint meeting of the 
new Chamber. “ Those who are of Jewish spirit and Jewish descent 
ure not fit to be economic leaders in Germany,’ he said. “We 
reject all collaboration with Jews and Jew-descendants, and refuse 
to have them as leaders in the economic field in just the same was 
as we refuse to have them in other fields of activity. Econom 
life, too, must le purely Arvan.”’ 

The Saxon Ministry of Economics announces: “ Unsavoury 
non-Aryan elements are attempting to subvert the idea of expressing 
national unity through the introduction of a ceremonial uniform 
for the German Labour Front by stpplying uniforms of the 
prescribed colour and cut in material which is inferior and not 
permissible. All members of the Labour Front and all retailers are 
strictly warned that they must obtain their uniforms only from 
authorised sources.” The new Aryan owners of Luna Park, Berlin, 
which was formerly owned by a Jew and las now been renamed the 
National Park, have dismissed all their Jewish employees. The 
Berlin Municipality have prohibited the Jewish Travelling Food 
Company, the Migro, from selling food in the Berlin streets. 


Party and Government at Loggerheads 

On top of this, opposition came from the Nazi Party itself, The 
party still has an Anti-Jewish Boycott Department at the Munich 
Brown House. This department has now sent out instructions to 
all Dustrict Commissioners throughout the eountry forbidding 
members ofthe National Socialist Party to obey the Government 
order that Jewish business firms are not to be discriminated against. 
Members of the Party who patronise Jewish shops or businesses 
will be regarded as having committed a breach of Party discipline 

An illustration of the growing differences on this question 
between the Party and the Government is contained in a report 
from Essen, where three Jewish cattle-dealers who took up their 
pitch in the market place occasioned a clash between the local 
representatives of the two contending authorities. The District 
Party leader ordered the Jews to leave the market. The official 
representative of the Ministry of Economics, himself a member of 
the Party, arrived and ordered the Jewish traders to remain, and 
he told the Party leader that he must not molest Jewish traders. Uf 
he did, his action would be considered a violation of the Govern- 
ments order admitting Jews to public markets. When the Party 
leader refused to obey the official, police were called in to protect 
the Jewish traders. Uniformed Nazis in their turn surrounded the 
police cordon, with the result that no one dared to deal with the 
Jews. Similar minor clashes between party leaders and Govern. 
ment officials over the treatment of Jews, are also reported from 
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other districts: Preparations are in hand for the Leipzig | 
which opens on March 4th, and publicity has already been iss. oq 
welcoming Jews from abroad to visit the Fair.

Th 
discovery of the shirts and the inscriptions, likewise, was » 
ground for dismissal without notice, as it was not proved that th 
Jewish employees were responsible. 

The Supreme Federal Labour Court intends to publish a fin 
authoritative decision on the question of dismissing Jews withov 
notice from private employment simply because they are Jews. —! 
agreement with the declarations made by the Federal Minister 
the Interior, Dr. Frick, and the instructions of the Ministries 
Economics and of Labour, the Court proceeds from the followi: 
viewpoint: “ There is no general principle in the fleld of econon 
life which makes it possible; under the altered conditions in t 
National State in regard to the Jews, to dismiss forthwith ev: 
employee of non-Aryan origin without notice. That can be do 
only in special circumstances which make the continued emplo: 
ment of a particular non-Aryan employee impossible, and the spec\: 
circumstances that apply in each individual case must be takes in 
account in each instance.” 


Fined for Insulting a Jew 

A fine of 25 marks was imposed last week by the Court i» 
Schweinfurth, Bavaria, on a National Socialist for sending a Jewis!: 
lawyer an official communication addressed, “ To the Jew lawyer . . 
The lawyer considered the word “Jew” in such connection as au 
insult and sued the National Socialist. The Court ruled that 
although the word “Jew” in itself is not insulting, its use in this 
instance was obviously meant as an insult. 

On Saturday, the Marburg District Court ruled that Jews and 
Aryans engaged in farming are to be equally protected against 
having their property sold by auction if they are unable to pay their 
debts. This decision follows on an appeal. by a Jewish woman 
farmer against the decision of a lower Court that her property could 
be sold by auction, on the ground that the protective law applies 
only to Aryans. “So long as the law does not definitely declare 
that the Aryan Paragraph is to be applied against Jews in a particular 
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seanech of activity,” the District Court said, in allowing the appeal, 
Jows engaged In that branch of activity must be treated equally 
vith Aryans.” 

The Cologne County Court has issued a new ruling on mixed 
yarriage. “ Plaintiff admits,” said the Court, “that he knew at the 
sine of marriage that defendant was a Jewess, Even though the 
suestion whether persons race is one of his personal qualities 
ust today be answered in the affirmative, what is decisive for the 
jestion whether the Jewish race of the one party would have held 
back the other party from marriage is not the consideration of 
rreumstances prevailing to-day, but circumstances prevailing at 
‘he time of the marriage. Plaintiff's plea therefore fails, as he was 
narried three years ago and was aware of defendant's Jewish 
cls scent.’ 

In 1928, a Jewish lawyer of Frankfurt was appointed guardian 
of a child, and in this ecrpacity took successful action against the 
father, who had refused to pay for its maintenance. Finally, the 
father called for the revocation of the guardianship, on the ground 
that he was an officer of the S.A., while the lawyer was a pon-Aryan, 
and thus there could be no confidence between father and guardian. 
it was also asserted that the guardian had misused his position in 
order to ruin the father. The Court granted the father’s request 
without farther evidence. The Court of Appeal has now taken 
exception to the mention of the father's rank in the S.A., as contrary 
to the sense of the order of Rudolf Hess against the wearing of 
yniform in Court. Nevertheless, the guardianship has: been with 
drawn, not on the grounds that the guardian is a non-Aryan, but that 
the differences between father and guardian would hafm the child. 
both parties now desiring to secure the withdrawal of the guardian 
ship.

Annual Meeting of Elders 


World-wide Federation of Sefardim 


Sic Francis A. Montefiore, Bart., who presided, and Mr. BE. L. 
Mocatta (who was unable to be present owing to indisposition), were 
ve-elected President and Vice-President respectively of the Elders of 
the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue for the ensuing three years, 
at the annual meeting of Elders which was held on Sunday at the 
Lauderdale Road Synagogue. 

In moving their re-election, the Parnas-Presidente, Mr.. JOHN 
SenaGc-MOnTEFIOnEF, referred to'the fact that Sir Francis was now 
the Senior Elder of the Congregation, having been elected a Parnas 
in 1801. 

The speech of the Mahamad presented by the Parnas-Presidente, 
and received on the motion of Mr. David Romain, stated inter alia: 


The income and expenditure account of the Synagogue for 1933 closed with 
a surpins balance of £338. The figures relating to inti and offerinus show a 
hat favourable increase over the previous vear 1932. Nevertheless, the 
receipts of both Finta and offerings still show a marked decline on previous 
years, when—against the Pinta of €2,15L and offerings £506 in the vear 1935 
there was during the ten years 198-1931 an average annual income of £2,308 in 
res) ct of Finta and £639 fo offerings. 

The triennial assessment of the Finta is due to take place, and the Mahamad 
will recommend the sam ot £2,20) per annum for the next three years. 

A sum of over £10,000 has been contributed by members of the Synagogue 
to the Centra! British Fund for German Jewry. 

A. special Committee for the collection of funds was formed under the 
auspic sof the Congregation, with Sir Francis A. Montefiore, Bart., as Hon. 
President and Mr. Char es EF. Sebag-Montefiore as Coairman. A Hospitality 
Committee wis also«stablished by a number of the ladies of the Congregation, 
under the Chairmanship of Mrs, D. Bueno de Mesquita. 

The Klders voted, by Deel Poll, a sum of £500 towards the educational needa 
of German Jews. 


Confederation of Sefardi Jews 


The Mahamad have been approached by the Executive Committee of the 
Confédération Univ Juits Séfadradim, whose Head Office is in. Paris, 
with the proposal that this Congregation should associate itself with the aims 
and objects of the Confederation to safeguard and develop the intellectual and 
religious interests of the Sefardi branch of the Jewish people. The Mahamad 
delegated two of their members, Mr. Beriro and Mr. da Costa, to meet the 
Executive Committee of the Confederation to examine the advisability and the 
possibilities of co-operation. Butin view of certain difficulties which arose, it 
was considered advisable to commission the Secretary to confer with the 


Executive Committee of the Confederation in Paris, and to submit a Statement : 


On the subject with a recommendation for consideration and adoption. 

The reports by the Rev. David Bueno de Mesquita on the work of the 
Hebrew and Religion Classes carried on under the auspices of the Congregation 
are of a thoroughly satisfactory nature. ' 

It is a source of great satisfaction to the Mahamad to be able to report that, 
thanks to the generosity of the sons of Sir Elly Kadoorie, the Synagogue in 
Oporto is approaching its completion and will be consecrated sho: tly. 

It is of interest to eer that, owing to the persecution of the Jews in 
Germany, a score of German families have settled in Oporto, the main centre of 
activity of the Portuguese Marranos Committee, and that, by their accession, 
these refugees have helped to strengthen the existing Congregation. 

The meeting voted a number of grants for the ensuing year. 

In connection with the question of training an additional 
Student for the Ministry, Mr. JOHN SRRBAG-MONTEFIORE moved that 
the-Mahamad be authorised to consider such steps as they might 
find advisable for the selection and training of a suitable student, 

Mr. ELMALEH supported the motion, which was carried. 

The PARNAS-PRESIDENTE moved in connection with the question 
of association with the Confederation of Sefardi Jews, mentioned 
in the speech of the Mahamad, that the Board of Elders express 
their desire to give to the Confederation general support, and 
appoint Messrs. D. Beriro and D. V. N. da Costa as delegates to any 
Conference which may be held by the Confederation during the 
current year, and that a report on the deliberations in which they 
might take part be submitted to the Elders in due course. Also, 
that in order to promote the solidarity and further the co operation 
of Sefardi sister-Communities in other lands, a grant of 5,000 French 
francs be contributed by the Congregation towards the maintenance 
of the Central Bureau of the Confederation in Paris. 

Mr. ALAN A. MOCATTA, in s‘rongly supporting the motion, said 
that if this Confederation. were a success—as he hoped it would be 
—it might be possible to found a College somewhere for the training 
of Sefardi Ministers. | 

Mr. DAvip Breriro told the meeting that it was a universal 
Confederation in touch with all the Sefardi Congregations in the 
world. They could not. do better than support them in every 
possibile way. 

Mr. JOserH NABARRO wanted to know whether the very large 
Sefardi Community in America and the still larger one in Holland 
had joined the Confederation. Also, what would they (in London) 
be responsible for in the near future as regards finance ? 

Mr. Davip BERIRO said they would not be responsible for more 
than that which they donated at a time. They bad made it plain 
that they did not commit themselves to more than the uctual dona- 
tion. Both Congregations referred to by Mr. Nabarro had been 
approached, and both were willing to join the movement. 

Mr, ELMALEH expressed the conviction th t if their Congrega- 
tion supported the Confederation every Congregation in the Sefardi 
world would join them because the prestige of London 
Congregation carried a great deal. of weight. 

The resolution was carried. 

Mr. Jacob Hadida was appointed Choirmaster of the Congrega- 
tion in succession to the late Mr. E. R. Jessurun.

Duties of the Beth Din 
From Mr. HERBERT NATHAN, J.P. 
To the Editor of THe JEwisu CHRONICLE. 


Sir,--I have no desire to engage in a duel, by correspondence, with 
Dr. Jd. M. Yoffey, with the Manchester Beth Din as the target; but if he 
will examine the correspondence from the beginning of this controversy, 
he will find that he has allowed his zeal for the Beth Din to clond his 
judyment. 

If, before charging me with “* treating this as a matter for flippant 
polem cs, rather than grave and earnest deliberation,” or even“ not learn- 
ing a lesson from the terrible happenings in Gérmany,’’ Dr. Yotfey had 
hesitated to lend his support to the latest charge against Jews by Jews, 
and thereby acknowledging that isolated cases of ostentation are no excuse 
for libelling a whole community (which must be the effect of the 
Beth Din's letter to the Press), he would at once have realised that “the 


challenge to the political status of European Jewry ” will not be improved 


by. the absence of “ grave and earnest deliberations’’ as to the conse. 
quences on the part of those who lay or support the charge. 

1 commend him to learn the facts: 

(1) that Jews have been persecuted throughout the ages, invariably 
without any reason or provocation. 

(2) The Nazis, in all their vituperation of Jews, have yet to introduce 
the charge of “ostentation.” It is left for us Jews to make them a 
present of this. 

The time-hononred principle referred to by Dr. Yoffey, i.e., “that 
Jews are responsible for one another,” has a double-edged meaning —reads 
very nicely, and may be quite applicable in the narrow confines of a 
University, but does not work out so well in actual practice in the hard 
world outside.

Talmud Torah Trust 


ROSE AND SUNLIGHT SCHOLARSHIPS 


Prizes were distributed on Sunday at the Empress Cinema, Mare 
Street, Hackney, to the successful pupils at the Talmud Torah Trast’s 
“Fifth Annual and First Rose aud Sunlight Competitive Scholarship 
Examination.” 

‘The proceedings opened with the singing of Hebrew songs by pupils 
of the Bethnal Green and Kedmans Road Talmud Torahs. Then followed 
a performa ce in Hebew of “The Kabbalist,’’ adapted from Ansky’s 


 Dybbuk and Perez's ‘* Kabbalist,”. by the Dalston Talmud Torah 


pupils. The choice of this item and its treatment (in a very grotesque 
style of make-up and background) were, to say the least, unfortunate, 
and were commented upon by the Chief Rabbi in his address. A playlet 
“The Magic Speil " followed, given by the Talmud Torah for Girls; and 
recitations by H. Weinberg (Redmans Road), and E. Fisher (Bethnal 
Green), 

The Curer RABBI, President of the Trust, who presided, referred to 
the entertainment as “long and somewhat out of place,’’ de<cribing it as 
a “strange and incongruous entertainment.” “1 shall speak tothe gentle 
men who are responsible for it,” he said. “Ihave great admiration for 
the way our non-Jewish friends have listened this afternoon with 
such great patience to the long performance. . . . I promise them 
that at another function it will be much shorter and more intelligible.” 
The Talmud Torah Trust, said Dr. Hertz, was founded in 1905, with 
only four Talmud ‘Torahs under its control. To-day it had twenty 
three Talmud Torahs to guide, with a roll of 3,500 pupils. One thing 
they would have gathered from the performance that afternoon was 
that the boys and girls had a speaking. knowledge of the Hebrew 
language—-the language that was the kev to all the eternal values, 
and allithe treasures Which Israel, under God, had given to mankind. 
Thanks to Mr. Rose, of Southport, and Mr. Sunlight, of Manchester, there 
were now these competitive scholarship examinations, the results of 
which were very encouraging and showed what great work could be done 
if the Trust were sufficiently supplLed with funds. 

‘The MAYOR OF HACKN KY (Councillor C. Fisher Yates, J.P.) extended 


a welcome, on behalf of the Borough, to the Chief Rabbi and the other: 


visitors. He was well acquainted, he said, with the wonderful work 
carried out by the Talmud Torahs, asd he appreciated the value of the 
scholarship examinations in encouraging bright children to continue their 
Jewish studies after the age of thirteen, 

MANCHESTER'S SUCCESS 

The Rev. I. GOLDsSToN, Hon. Secretary of the Trust, reported that all 
the Talmud ‘Torahs in. London and the Provinces were invited to send 
entrants for the.examination;: children presented themselves—30 for 
the senior examination and 51 for the junior, Questions were set in 
translation, religion, Scripture and grammar. Of the 50 senior candidates 
24 came from London, .5 from Manchester and one from Dublin: while of 
the junior candidates, 46 were from London, 4 from Manchester and one 
from Dublin. The results showed that the boys of the Mancheste: 
Talmud lorah had run away with the principal prizes, and he hoped 
London children would make a great effort in the next examination to 
keep some of the scholarships in the metropolis. 

The awards were then distributed by Mrs. George Rose. In the 
case of the chief scholar<hips, a quarter of the prize-money (as a_first 
instalment: was handed to each winner.

being closed down. He appealed to the Jewish Community to show their 
thanks for the self-sacrificing labours of the teachers by coming forward 
to support the Talmud ‘Torah Tiust.

DES ZIONIswus, Mr. Bauer admits his indebtedness to the work of Dr. 
Arthur Ruppin and has based the greater part of his exposition on the 
latter's masterly handling of the subject. He gives a brief survey of 
Jewish history from the earliest times to the French Revolution, 
describes the main social and economic co. ditions of the Jewish people at 
the present day, and shows that re-settlement in Palestine forms the only 
Jewish solution of the Jewish question. Whilst he has profited greatly 
by his study of Dr. Kuppin’s work so far as a knowledge of facts and the 
holding of sound views are concerned, it is a pity that Mr. Bauer has not 
equally benefited in regard to the technical presentation of his thesis. 
He divides his pamphlet into three parts which are headed “It was,” 
“It is” and “It will be,” as though it were concerned with theology 
instead of sociology ; most of his paragraphs are altogether too long, some 
even exceeding three pages; and there are no sub-headings of any kind. 
The German-reading student may not be deterred by these defects, but 
the usefulness of the pamphlet which is packed with useful informat.on, 
is thereby seriously reduced. It appears to have been written before the 
full significance of Hitler's poley became manifest, as Mr. Hauer writes 
as though there were no further need to struggle for equality of rights 
for Jew 


Current interest in the Codex Sinaiticus almost adds a topical interest 
to Mr. Osbert Sitwell's witty novel, MIRACLE ON SINAI (l)uckworth, 
7s. 6d. net). The Miracle, of which we are given teo detailed and so 
diverting an acconnt, was a fresh Kevelation, in the form of two tablets of 
stone on which everyone was able to read precisely those injunctions 
which he thought most desirable. ‘Everyone, that is, excepting the 
Professor, whose interest was confined to the ceological nature of the 
material used). Mr. Sitwell finds an outlet for his special talent less in 
the story than in the characterisation, one by one, of the company which 
was pr vileged to witness this extraordinary phenomenon—as biting a 
satire as has appeared for many along year. It is notd ficult to pe: etrate 
the disguise of Lord Pridian, the all-but-Napoleonic newspaper proprietor ;: 
of Major-General Sir Khudya:rd Rammshackle, the fire-eating man of action, 
who had saved the Empire in India; or of the sanctimonious, but most 
hearty, Lord Bishop of Newborongh. But Sir Levy Lollyvo, Bart., M.P., 
the great capitalist (called by convention a philanthropist), deep!y interested 
in the financial aspects of Zorism. and the avostle of rationalism®? He, 
at least, cannot be considered a faithful representation of any well-known 
contemporary figure. .Can it be intended for... . .?. But that would 
be foo fantastic. 


A few highly unexpected sidelights on Anglo-Jewish history are 
contained in Gunther Dammann’s DIE JUDEN IN DER ZAUBERKUNST 
(published by the author, Wissmannstr. 17, Verlin. RM, 3.50). The first 
three of the biographical sketches of which it is composed have a direct 
local interest, ‘he first, Jacobor Vhiladelphus Philadelphia, an apostate 
colonial conjurcr who was familiar in all the courts of Europe in the 


second half of the eighteenth century, has already formed the subject of a. 


learned American monograph. Even students, however, will greet asa 
newcomer Philipp Jonas who from 1768 onwards was giving displays of 
legerdemain in the “Angel and Crown,” Whitechapel, the Bank Coffee 
House and other well-known resorts of Johnsonian London. He was 
overshadowed by Philipp Breslaw, the most famous English conjurer of 
his day, who appeared at Marylebone Gardens, the “ King’s Head,” 
and elsewhere. Herr Dammann quotes in ertenso the prospectuses of a 
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couple of his performances, and refers to his ‘‘ Last Legacy, or Magical 
Companion,"’ dedicated to Sir Francis Blake Delaval. Bresiaw died in 
1803 at Liverpool. In subsequent pages, the author refers to many othe, 
famous conjurers who had English connections—Carl Hertz, Houdini, 
Will Goldston and the rest. But, curiously enough, he omits all reference 
to the earliest and most famous of all—Abraham Colorni, of Ferrara, who 
anticipated in the sixteenth century all the feats of his successors of late: 
generations. 


Mr. Vivian Ellis bas developed rapidly since the publication of hi 
first novel “ Zelma,” which appeared last summer. His new book, FAIs 
HARMONY (Hutchinson, 7s. 6d. net) comple.ely lacks Jewish interest ; bu: 
it isin every respect a more capable and more mature effort. Deaiin, 
with the world which he knows best, Mr. Ellis portrays the career 
professional and sentimental, of a French composer, more conspicuous fo 
the tenacity than for the fidelity of his amvrous recollections. The bac! 
ground shows a cross-section of musical life on the Continent from thy 
‘eighties to the present day, and is drawn with considerable insight. Wit) 
a more careful preparation and more ambitious canvas, Mr, Ellis may on: 
day rise beyond the standard of achievement of a merely popular novelis: 


The Jewish Academy of Aris and Sciences was established in Ne 
York in 1926, with the objects of “ encouragement of Jewish and genera! 
scholarship by means of personal‘contact .. . meetings . . . publication 
of scientific works.” The last item is now being implemented by th: 
distribution of a BULLETIN. The first issue comprises a paper by Mr 
Max J. Kohler on “ The United States and German Jewish per-eciution: 
precedents for popular aud governmental action.” After examining in 
the first instance the precedents which exist for popular protest on behalf 
of persecuted minorities all the world over (not nece-sarily Jewish). Mr. 
Kohler govs on to study various instances of governmental intercession by 
the United States on bebalf of the Jews, going back to the first half of the 
nineteenth ceatury. At the close is a detailed report of the Bernheim 


Petition before the League of Nations. Mr. Kohier certainly proves his 


point ; but are precedents of much use in the stricken world of to-day ° 

Students of ancient Hebrew history will henceforth be unable to 
neglect the fresh material which is provided in Mr. E, C. Mead’s Tur 
WHITE LoTUSs: THE DEVELOPMENT OF A SPIRITUALIST (Unicorn Press, 
7s. 6d. net). This remarkable work not only records certain conyersations 
with the Prophet Malachi, but even publishes “ spirit-photographs ” of 
that seer, as well as of the l’atriarch Abraham and of Moses the Law 
giver. The portraits allt show a considerable degree of affinity ; while the 
first of them displays an-unexpected resemblance to William Wycherley, 
the Restoration playwright. 

Mr. J. Louis Orton gives a rational if enthusiastic account of the 
medical potentialities of hypnotism in HYPNOTISM: THE FRIEND OF 
MAN (Thorson, 5s. net). ‘The authorities whom he quotes include Isaac 
d'Israeli and Cesare Lombroso. There is a lttle-known anecdote, too, of 
Moses Mendelssohn who, when he reached a point of difficulty, was 
accustomed to go to his window and count the tiles on his neighbour's 
housetop. 

The current issue of The JEWISH QUARTERLY REVIEW ontdoes itself. 
There are two articles, covering twenty-four pages, and twelve full-dress 
book reviews, covering no lIcess than seventy-four. Among the works 
which receive this distinction is Dr. Isidore Epstein’s Responsa of Rabbi 
Simon Duran,” which appeared under the auspices of our Jews’ College as 
far back as 1950,

ROUTLEDGE'S UNIVERSAL ENCYCLOPEDIA. A completely New Com- 


prehensive and Up-to-date Book. (7s. 6d. net.) ° 
(This attractive volume boasts 1,154 pages and 31,200 entries. The entries 
relating to things Jewish are concise but accurate. Cursory inspecton has 


discovered only one point which is open to criticism on this head: Ma chester — 


and Leeds cannot be included strictly among those cities of the world which 
have the largest Jewish population, though Berlin, Odessa and Tel-Aviv (to 
which no entry at all is devoted) should. There is even a summary (and for 
that reason slightly misleading) account.of Hebrew literature, s.v. ‘‘Hebrew.”

_olwes, they elect to have their thinking done for them. Only stupid, 
oy intellectually lazy, people will tamely submit to dictatorship. 
Letting my thoughts run along such lines as these, 1 asked 
ayself whether Jews, who rightly have the reputation of being 
ukers, would tolerate a Dictator. It is hard to say. The Jews 
d for a king, in order that they might be like other peoples. 
prophet Samuel, on the other hand, made them aware of the

But 
the proud Rabbis have not been wanting. The status of the 
Am-Haaretz in Pflestine in the early centuries of the common era is 
probably explained by what may be termed clerical pride on the one 
hand and ; opular contempt on the other. Many efforts have been 
inade to explain the hatred and hostility of the Learned for the 
Common Man. Terms used by the former about the latter are 
auifficult to comprehend. How could Jews speak in this fashion of 
fellow-Jews? Of no less a man than Rabbi Akiba the story goes 
that he is described ag saying: “While I was still a Common Man, I 
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would have bitten a Learned Manas an ass bites, that is, crushing 
the bones. Rabbi Meir is reported as saying, He who marries his 
daughter to a Common Man is as though he had cast her bound 
before a lion. An anonymous opinion warns against the womenfolk 
of the Common People; “their daughters are loathsome and their 
wives are like crawling insects.’ These feelings were returned. 
According to Rabbi Chia, the Common People hated the Learned 
Class more than the heathens hated the Jews. 

How was a man of the Common People described? Sometimes 
in one Way, sometimes in another. He did not put on Tephillin, did 
not recite the Shema, did not wear Zizit, or put a Mezuzah on the 
door-posts of his house. He could not aspire to piety. The Common 
People in their turn mocked the Learned. “What have these 
Rabbis achieved?” they asked. Others expressed their feelings in 
two words—" Those Rabbis!’ 

The antagonism is striking. To what was it due? The 
situation is difficult to understand, despite the numerous treatises 
that have been written in explanation or apology. Perhaps it was 
the spirit of Korah come to life again; perhaps the pride of the 
Learned Class was intolerable. But in any event the moral is clear. 
Jewry is notin a healthy state if there are within it two distinct 
sections, the one learned, the other not. Jewish life requires a 
dissemination of knowledge throughout the group. The study of 
the Torah must become the privilege of the general body of Jews. 
In modern terms, it denotes the creation of an instructed laity. It 
is asyimptom-of health in Jewish Congregational life when the lay 
head of the community is as learned in Jewish lore as is the Rabbi. 
When this is not the case, human nature being what it is, the Rabbi 
imay become puffed up. There have been periods in Jewish history 
when Rabbinic pride was responsible for communal strife and 
discord. Somehow Jews will not. abide dictatorships. The whole 
story of the Chassidic Movement is an eloquent cominentary on 

tabbinic pride. After all, may there not be something healthy in 
the spirit of Democracy? If all men are the Children of God, if all 
human lives may be developed and expanded into splendid maste) 
pieces, all should have. opportunities. There should be room fo: 
differences. In the religious sphere also it should not be forgotten 
that a simple man may reach nearer to God than niany a Rabbi. 
Rabbis have their part to play in the communal economy of Jewry.

Germany Behind the Extremists 


Urging Revolt Against Russia and Poland 


JEWISH VICTIMS OF NAZI ‘‘WELTMACHT” 
[From our Special Correspondent._Lemberg] 


[The previous articles in THE JEWISH CHRONICLE on the plight of 

_ dewry in Eastern Galicia dealt with the appalling situation 
both in the villages and in the towns. The present article, the 
Fourth, examines the forces that are at work behind the terroristic 
anti-Jewish campaign. | 


After having described the terrible fate of over half-a-million 


Jews in Eastern Galicia, some explanation is necessary as to the 
reasons for this sudden outbreak of terroristic attacks by Ukrainians 
upon their Jewish neighbours. There is no need to turn back to the 
days of Chmielnicki or the pogroms of Petlura and other Ukrainian 
leaders to find the background for Ukrainian anti-Semitism. There 
have been times when the Ukrainians turned a friendly face towards 
the Jews. Why, then, this sudden waveof terrorism ? 

‘ For the answer we must turn to the spread of Hitlerist propa- 
ganda. After the Russians, the Ukrainians are the largest Slavonic 
nation in the world. Before the war the millions of Ukrainians in 
Eastern Galicia, then under Austrian rule, often joined hands with 
the Jews at Parliamentary Elections in the fight for minority rights. 
In 1907, two Jewish candidates, Dr. Gobel and Dr. Mahler, gained 
seats in Eastern Galicia and sat in the Austrian Parliament with 
the entire support of the Ukrainians. Similarly, the Jews gave 
their wholehearted support to the Ukrainians, Professor Romanchuk 
and Baron Wasylko, whom they sent to Parliament. The same 
happened in. the case of Dr. Lewicki, the present leader of the 
Ukrainian party in the-Sejm, who recently called for a boycott of 
Jewish shops. Good relations between Jews. and Ukrainians pre- 
vailed during the first days of the Ukrainian Western Independent 
Republic formed immediately after the downfall of the Austrian 
Empire in Lwow and later in Stanislawow. Here the Ukrainians 
granted full rights to Jews. I have before me Ukrainian passports 
of that period written in Yiddish alongside Ukrainian and Polish. 

Friendly co-operation between the Jewish and Ukrainian 
Minorities continued after the War and during the elections to the 
Polish Diet. 


Only a few years ago Députy Griinbaum formed a 
Minority blo 


with Ukrainians and, even after ceasing to unite at 
elections, the M.P.s used to support 


each other's claims in 
Parliament. 


All this, however, ceased about a year ago, and the Ukrainians 
Changed their attitude. The Ukrainian press in Lemberg began 
publishing anti-Jewish articles, while one of the big dailies, the 
NowyJ CZAS, became openly anti-Jewish. 


Thus. the Ukrainian 
cott and terror began. 


Hitlers agents became active in Eastern 
Cralicia and the priests and people began LO pray for sg Hitler and the 
deliverance of the Ukraine.’ 


\ There is a feeling, shared by millions of Ukrainians. that their 


independence and re-integration asa united Ukrainian nation is only 
‘to be won by war with Russia. This war, they think, is tobe started 
by Hitler, Hitler is considered to be the greatest antagonist of Russia, 
and the Ukrainians: hope that with his help they will be able to 
obtain their goal, i 

Germany,” a well known Ukrainian leader. who often visits 
the British Isles said to me only recently, “ is now the only country 
which recognises our claims to independence and for that we are 
grateful to Hitler and must support him. Most of the Ukrainian 
leaders who work for national independence are friends of Hitler. 
Their seat is in Germany. ‘Colonel Konowalec, the well-known 
Ukrainian political leader, has always carried on his activity from 
Berlin, and it is from there that the present anti-Jewish activity is 
carried on, Hitler and Rosenberg keep before the Ukrainians the 
possibility of starting a war with Russia, and the Ukrainians \in 
return give their whole-hearted support. 


Hitler as the “ Deliverer”’ 

It is remarkable to see how the Ukrainians are steeped in Nazi 
propaganda of the crudest kind. Peasants who do not know what 
happens in the next villages, who still think they are under Austrian 
rule, are well informed about all that Hitler does or wants to be 
done toJews. The priests ask their congregants to“ pray for Hitler "’ 
because he is “the Father of the Ukrainians.” Only recently a 
Ukrainian priest of Podberesz, near Bolechow, was arrested for this 
type of propaganda. Inthe region of Rohatyn, Stanislawow district, 
bills were posted outside the church ordering the congregation to 
offer prayers for “ Hitler and Konowalec who work for the deliver. 
ance of the Ukraine.” When Jews started to boycott German goods, 
Ukrainian youths attacked them by way of retaliation. During a 
recent trial at Sokol many witnesses, even Ukrainians, describing 
the terrible fate that Jews are made to suffer in the villages, stated 
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that Ukrainian nationalist youths take vengeance on the Jews ~ for 
boycotting Germany.’ | 
The Ukrainian papers speak openly in praise of Hitler; the 


Nowy Czas is all pro-Nazi and anti-Jewish, and even the MOLVA has 


a good word for Germany. In the Ukrainian towns and villages 
the word goes round that “ Hitler Ide ""—" Hitler is coming to delive: 
the Ukraine.” This is the call Jews hear at every step in the 
Ukrainian villages, “Hitler Ide—and we shall be independent and 
free of the Jews.” 

Hitler had an easy task. Years before the War the Ukrainians 
were susceptible to German influences. Many people still remembe: 
the great political scandal which caused a storm in the Berlin and 
Vienna Parliaments before the War when it was revealed tha' 
German “ Hakatists"’ were in touch with Ukrainian nationalists 
attempting to foment unrest in Eastern Galicia. During the 
War Germany suported the Ukrainians and tried to create a 
Ukrainian republic with Skoropadski as Hetman or President. 
After the War, German propagandists were active in working up 


_anti-Polish feelings among the Ukrainians in Poland and anti-Russian 


feelings among those in Russia. With such good roads prepared 
by previous German Governments, Hitler found an _ easy 
way to Ukrainian sympathy. He also made use of another 
instrument in getting at the Ukrainians. In Eastern Galicia there 
are a considerable number of Germans. In Stanislawow their number 
reaches several thousand, and there is a large German community 
in Lemberg, with many more in the villages. With the accession of 
Hitler to power the majority of these Germans turned Nazi and 
joined hands with the Ukrainians against the Jews. In Stanislawow, 
there is a large German mission publishing a paper, DEIN REICH 
KOMME (“Thy Kingdom Come"), in which under a religious cloak 
many Naziideals are sthuggled into the popular mentality. Hitlerism 
is also preached in another paper in German, edited in Lemberg 
and published in Posen.. The influence of Nazism on Ukrainians 
was visible during the late Minorities Congress, when the 
Ukrainians, instead of co-operating with the Jews, as on many 
previous occasions, supported the German Nazi delegates agains! 
the Jews. It was an ominous sign. : 

Thus, by open and secret means, Nazism has penetrated the 
Ukraine and transformed it into an anti-Jewish inferno. To the 
old latent Ukrainian anti-Semitism, the new Jew-hatred of the 
Nazis has been added. The plans of Rosenberg to attack Russia 
and win the rich Ukrainian lands are the specious dream which the 
Ukrainian politicians, like the Germans themselves, desire to keep 
before the Ukrainian people. But, transformed into reality, such 
plans have simply resolved themselves into anti-Jewish barbarism, 
into the raging terrorism of Eastern Galicia. 

The persecution of the Jews in Eastern Galicia, as revealed in THE 
JEWISH CHRONICLE, is the subject of an editorial in the New York JEWISH 
MORNING JOURNAL. But for the German-Jewish tragedy, it declares, a good 
deal more would have been heard about the happenings in Eastern Galicia. 
The JOURNAL blames the Polish Government as entirely responsible for 
the terrible occurrences, since it is not taking necessary steps to protect 
the Jewish victims... The more so, because the Ukrainians. were even 
more hostile to the Poles than the Jews, and the atrocities against the 
Jews were, in fact, in the nature of revolutionary activities against 
Poland. As for the ingratitude of the Ukrainians to the Jews, who have 
always helped them in their struggle for minority rights, the JOURNAL 
observes that such ** reward’ appears to be the usual lot of the Jey. 


UNITED STATES 


Wide Support for the Boycott 


Nazi Counter Attacks 
[From our Correspondent.—NEW YORK. | 

Jewish and non-Jewish women have now determinedly entered 
the boycott fight. The Annual Convention of the Federation of 
Jewish Women’s Clubs has adopted a resolution actively supporting 
the boycott. The Physicians’ Wives League of New York, a non- 
sectarian organisation, has withdrawn from the New York City 
Federation of Women's Clubs because the latter refused to commit 
itself to a pro-boycott policy. The Socialist Party have also definitely 
entered upon the boycott. 

In this connection, Nazi activity in the United States is reported 
to be developing a new strategy, and instead of open intimidation of 
German-Americans, an underground propaganda campaign is being 
undertaken with the accent on combating the boycott. Literature 
is being distributed attacking the boycott on the grounds that it 
interferes with the New Deal, and concluding with a vicious attack 
on the Jews. ° 

A further development is the news that the New York Nazis are 
splitting up into factions. Some groups approve of National- 
Socialism in Germany, but resent the gangster methods of the Nazis 
in attempting to impose their flats upon.German-Americans. Mean- 
while the leadership of Nazi activities in.America has bee under- 
taken by Fritz Gissibl who stepped into the shoes of Heinz Spank- 


noebel after the latter's hurried exitfromthe country. Itissaidthat— 


Gissibl’s leadership of the movement is only temporary as the Nazis 
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are awaiting the arrival from Germany of a Herr Sandstede, 
commissioned by the Nazi foreign office to take command of the 
Nazi work here. 

Anti-Semitic and Nazi propaganda is now being spread mainly 
by some half-dozen organisations, excluding the various specific 
Nazi groups—-the Silver Shirts, the Khaki Shirts, the White Shirts. 
the Ku Klux Klan, which has been revived in some sections of the 
rountry, the Industrial Defence Association, the Order of '76, and 
the Swastika League. In addition to spreading libels against the 
Jews by means of the wide distribution of pamphlets and other 
literature, these groups publish nine separate newspapers which 
include the NATIONALIST, LIBERATION, the AMERICAN GUARD, and 
several publications in German, such as AMERICA’S DEUTSCHE Post. 

The Jewish counter-propaganda movement has thus far had one 
beneficial result, in that it has brought this Nazi activity out into 
the open. The American public has become aware of Nazi activity, 
and the serious elements are recognising it as a definite menace. 
It is futile for the Nazis in Germany or those in America to deny 
this activity, for it has been completely exposed by the Jewish 
organisations. The remaining problem is to put a stop to it and to 
counteract the libels which have already been spread. The proposed 
official Congressional investigation of Nazi activities is expected to 
do much in this direction. Another notable effort is that under. 
taken by the National Conference of Jews and Christians, which 
sent a well-known Rabbi, a protestant clergyman and a Catholic 
priest on a goodwill tour in an effort to break down prejudices, 
Jewish organisations, likewise, are doing much to educate the 
American public in their attitude towards the Jews. 

The Church, perhaps more than any other group, has come to 
realise the danger inherent in the spread of Nazi doctrines in 
America, since it is learning to recognise that the Nazi philosophy 
is anti-Christian as well as anti-Jewish. For this reason Christian 
ministers, who at first opposed the boycott, in many cases now 
appreciate it as a weapon against the Nazi movement. 


Professor Einstein has just made his début as a violinist at a public 
concert in New York.

Second Canadian Jewish Congress 


Undertaking Responsibility for the Refugees 

A decision to inform the Canadian Government that the Canadian 
Jews will be responsible for Jewish refugees allowed to enter Canada 
was adopted by the Second Canadian Jewish Congress which con 
cluded its session in Toronto last week, with the adoption of a 
programme including participation in the World Jewish Congress 
und assistance to the Jewish Agency in its further work in Palestine. 
The Congress also adopted resolutions protesting against the 
Palestine immigration restrictions and declaring its intention of 
combating anti-Semitism in Canada. — It was further decided to raise 
i sum of 250,000 dollars for relief work. 

Two hundred and thirty-seven delegates were present from all 
parts of Canada, including seventy-seven from the Eastern division, 
ninety from the Central division and fifty-five from the Western 
division, besides fifteen from the national organisations, such as the 
Zionists, Hadassah and B'nai B'rith. Fraternal delegates were also 
invited from the American Jewish Congress and the American Jewish 
Committee. The Mayor of Toronto, Mr. Stewart, and a number of 
officials of the Provincial Government attended the opening session 
and delivered speeches of greeting. 


The recent creation of a brown-shirted Fascist organisation mani. 
festing strong anti-Jewish proclivities is reported from Montreal. An 
influential English organ, the STAR, also of Montreal, has published a severe 
attack on the Canadian anti-Semites, repudiating all libels against the 
Jews, whom it styles as peaceful and loyal citizens, and declaring that 
there is no room in Canada for Nazi theories.

INTERVIEW WITH MR. JAMES McDONALD 


The Responsibility of Jews and Christians 
Mr. James G. McDonald, the High Commissioner for Refugees, 
who is only forty-eight years of age, has occupied, in the course of 
his career, positions of the utmost importance in matters of inter. 
national relations. By profession he is a Professor of History and 
Political Science.

"My plea to Jews themselves,” said Mr. McDonald in con. 
clusion, “is that that they may realise that the issues involved 
in this problem are of vital importance to them no matter 
in’ which country they live. It is not an issue which should 
eoncern merely those Jews who have special interests in 
German Jewry. The implications of the problem are much 
more far-reaching. Therefore, it is my hope that the various 
Jewish agencies which are co-operating so splendidly with the 
High Commission, will have unstinted support from tbe Jewisl 
people.

New Crisis for Russian Jewry 


Ort's Efforts to Consolidate Jewish Position 

The Executive of the Ort submitted to the last plenary session 
of its Central Administration a survey of the economic position 
m the East of Europe, containing an account: of the position of 
Russian Jewry. 

Soviet Russian Jewry, says the survey, 
serious change in the genéral perspective. The construction of big State 
factories in the Ukraine, the Urals, Central Russia, ete., as scheduled by 
the Five Year Plan, has been more or less completed, and as a result the 
vreater part of the gigantic volume of unskilled and semi-skilled labour 
absorbed during the period of construction has become supertiuous. Now, 
after the factories have begun, or are beginning, to work, unskilled labour 
is being replaced by skilled and trained personnel adapted to handle the 
complicated technical equipment of the new industrial units. 

In the course of the last few years, some 150,000 to 200,000 Jews, it is 
estimated, were absorbed by the working class as a consequence of the 
process of industrialisation. They came for the most part from the villages 
and the country towns and consisted mainly of declassed elements, 
ex- traders, shopkeepers, and so on. Under the new conditions, this mass 

: of Jewish labour is finding itself on the weakest position of the industrial 
front and only a minor part, chiefly juvenile labour, will be able to gain a 
permanent foothold in industry. 

In the villages and townships populated by Jews, the changed coh. 
ditions are beginning to be distinctly felt. The observer there is once 

Bore becoming aware of a great mass of Jews prepared to do whatever 
work they may be offered and tinding but limited possibilities of employ- 
ment. Lhe chances of employment are limited almost entirely to the 


field of local minor industry and co-operative artisanship working for the 
local market.

The principal preoccupation of the Ort in 1983 was to consolidate the 
economic position of the settlers in the Jewish colonies, both by intro- 
ducing new branches of agriculture and. by creating possibilities for 
subsidiary industries to be run in the colonies during the autumn and 
-Wiater. Assistance has becn given to Jewish farmers in establishing 
hoeticulture,. At the end of 1933, the new area absorbed by horticulture 
and fruit-growing in 70 colonies of Odessa, Pervomaisk and Kalinindorf 
regions amounted to 2,700 heetares. besides 300 hectares. of vineyards. As 
a@result the settlers-have at their. disposal products which are realisable 
in the open market or available for the farmer’s own household before the 
‘Brain crops can be harvested. Of special importance are the vegetable 
gardens attached to each settler’s house, the products of which are 
destined exclusively for his own household. No less than 2,500 families 
have been provided with such gardens. 

Weaving and millinery workshops, providing subsidiary employment 
for over 1,000 families, have been opened during the past year in 37 
colonies in the Crimea and Southern Ukraine. This activity has largely 
contributed to the considerable diminution of the migration movement 
from the farms into the towns. 
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The industrialisation work conducted on a large scale by the Ort in 
Russia since 1929-30 has been concentrated in 1953 on consolidating the 
position of the co-operative workshops and factories established by the 
Ort in the course of recent years, and on supplying them with imported 
equipment and raw material. The sixty odd units which the Ort has , 
established, or helped to establish, and the co-operative system embraced , 
by its activities covered in 1933 some 35,009 members. 


Soviet Stratosphere Disaster

A special tribute was paid at the great State funeral in Moscow last 
week to the three victims of the Soviet Stratosphere disaster, to Elusha 
Usyskin, the youngest of the three scientists, who was a Jew. He was 
only twenty-four years of age, and was a scientific research worker of 
outstanding promise. A vast gathering witnessed the ceremony, and in 
the presence of the leading Government figures, his ashes, with those of 
his colleagues, were buried in the Kremlin Wall. 


BULGARIA ~— Intense activity in a number of fields is being shown by 
Bulgarian Jews. The inauguration has recently taken place of the Jewish 
Hospital -in Sofia, the largest and best equipp: din Bulgaria. A Jewish

Lord Snell and Uss'shkin Honoured 
PALESTINE : PAST AND PRESENT 


ONCE “THE NATIONAL HOME OF THE MOSQUITO” 

A reception in honour of Lord Snell, C.BE., was held on Sunday 
by the Brighton and Hove Zionist Society at the Old Ship Assembly 
rooms, Ship Street, Brighton. The meeting was also held in con. 
nection with the appeal for Kfar Menachem Ussishkin. The Rey, 
1. N. Fabricant presided. 

Lord SNELL said that while speaking as an outsider and while 
sympathising with the ideals of the Jewish people, Z onism could 
not be to him what it was to them. He saw it as a device for 
settling the age-long problem of the Jewish people. He saw it as 
something that would give unity and purpose to the activities of the 
Jewish race, and he saw it as the centre of Jewish culture where it 
might repeat some of the glories of its pastenterprise. It seemedto 
him that the problem before them was this: that they must either 
try this attempt at segregation of their race in a particular locality 
or submit to the very real dangers of wholesale assimilation. They 
eould choose between making outstanding contributions to the 
localisation of their race in a particular area, an area rendered 
vlorious by the achievement of their ancestors, or they could be 
content with merely being divided units among the races of the world. 
ite did not anticipate for a moment that every Jew would. go to 
alestine: there was no room. But they could have a national 
home there that would enable Jewish culture to give to 
the world an account of itself, to express its own genius 
in # particular area which was native to its talent and which 
called for its inspiration. Never before in the history of their 
race had they made. such stupendous progress. This attempt to 
recreate an ancient nation was the most interesting experiment that 
had taken place in modern history. He was engaged day by day 
in trving to formulate a new India for the Indian people. It was 
a task which was amazing and complicated, but in fundamentals it 
was comparatively easy as against the problem of Zionism, for 
whether aman be a Mohammedan, or a Hindu, or a Sheikh, he 
was an Indian born on the sorl. But in Palestine the problem was 
of taking back there a race that had been absent for hundreds of 
vears to find the soil occupied by people who claimed that they were 
there and that their ancesters lay buried under its stones. He spoke 
of the work of the colonists ; before they went, he said, it was the 
national home of the mosquito, it was now beginning to be the 
National Home of the Jewish people. If they were told that they 
were taking land from the Arabs, the real explanation was that they 
had taken land that was a dangerous swamp and they had converted 
it into smiling fields, and while they were disputing in Western 
Furope as to this method or that method, or whether someone was 
vight or wrong in his interpretation of Zionist philosophy, those in 
Palestine were getting on with the job. To-day, the Jewish people 
were considering the possibility of establishing a colony in the name 
of one of their pioneers, in honour of a man who had given enormous 
service and inspiration to the work that they had so much upon 
their minds. It was a great thing to honour the name of Ussishkin. 

Professor 5S. BRODETSKY said Lord Snell understood the problem 
of the Jewish people. Lord Snell belonged to a nation that had an 
understanding for the land of the Bible; a nation that had for many 
generations shown an understanding of the peculiar position of the 
Jewish people that has gone beyond the understanding of other 
nations. In the speaker's opinion it was not an accident that the 
history of the nineteenth century was full of projects on the part of 
british statesmen in regard to the return of the Jews to Palestine. 
Dr. Brodetsky paid tribute to Mr. Ussishkin’s work, and said that for 
halfa-century he had stood in the midst of their national work, 
refusing to budge from his fundamental conception of the return of 
their people to Palestine. He had stood in Palestine like an immov- 
able rock, always working, teaching; always calling upon them to 
redeem the land for colonisation. They could honour themselves 
in honouring Ussishkin. 

Mr. S. S. LEVIN appealed for support for Kfar Menachem 
Ussishkin.

JABOTINSKY AND PHYSICAL FORCE 


In anarticle in the Moment, Mr. Jabotinsky makes an appeal to 
his followers not to use physical force against their opponents. The 
appeal is made not on ethical grounds, he hastens to explain, but 
for tactical reasons. 

While opposed in theory to conflicts between Jews, he says, he 
was unable to criticise his followers for employing their fists in 
view of the treatment they received in and outside Palestine from 
the Left Wing. Without, therefore, moralising. he merely appeals 
to his followers that for tactical reasons they should desist from 
assaulting their opponents and attacking their halls in Palestine and 
elsewhere. In this connection, an editorial in Dos Worr rightly 
points out that until the advent of Revisionism, Zionist life was 
entirely immune from conflicts and the ugly scenes that have become 
frequent as a result of the Revisionist activities.

TRAVELLING FACILITIES FOR VISITORS 


In the House of Commons on Monday, Mr. Louis Smith asked 
the Secretary to the Overseas Trade Department how many countries 
other than Great Britain were arranging for official or unofficial 
representation at the forthcoming Levant Fair at Tel-Aviv, whether 
British representation would be on a larger scale than that of any 
other country, and what ‘degree of representation was already 
assured, 

Colonel Colville, in a written reply, said: According tothe most 
recent information available in the Department for Overseas Trade 
eight countries in addition to the United Kingdom have decided to 
participate officially in the forthcoming Levant Fair at Tel-Aviv. It 
is understood that all these will be erecting national pavilions. It is 
not vet possible to give the relative sizes of these national displays, 
though Tam informed on good authority that the British Pavilion 
is likely to be the largest of the individual national buildings. It is 
believed that six other countries are contemplating participation, 
but official information on this has not yet been received. I am 
informed by the Federation of British Industries, which is organising 
the United Kingdom participation, that exhibits will be on a satis. 
factory scale not ouly’in the National Pavilion, but also in other 
sections. 


Travelling facilities for Fair visitors have been accorded in 
twenty-five countries, a record number exceeded by very few Fairs 
inany country. Reductions ranging from 25 to 50 per cent. on rail 
fares will be accorded to travellers to the Fair in Austria, Belgium, 
Bulgaria, Czechoslovakia, Denmark, Esthonia, Finland, Germany, 
Greece, Iraq, Italy. Holland, Latvia, Lithuania, Poland, Rumania, 
Syria, Turkey and Tunis. Shipping companies in England, America, 
France, Austria, Finland, Jugoslavia, Ezypt, Holland, Italy, Norway, 
Poland, Hungary, Sweden,, Rumania, are offering fare’ reductions 
as are also most air services. 


The Arlosoroff Murder 
SUMMONSES AGAINST NEWSPAPERS 


Mr. Horace Samuel, the Counsel! for the defence in the Arlosoroff 
murder charges, complained when the proceedings were re-opened 
that allegations were. being made in certain broadsheets. that 
Kevisionists had bribed Arabs to confess to the murder, and he 
hinted at the likelihood that the prosecution had inspired the 
allegation. Mr. Shitreét, the Public Prosecutor, denied the charge. 
Mr. Bodilly, the Magistrate, said that he would take action against 
the circulation of these sheets. 

Mr. Julian Meltzer gave evidence that he had seen Akhi-Meier 
in Jerusalem at 7.55 p.m. on June 16th, the evening: that Dr.

Another Labour-Revisionist Clash

injured as the result of a clash at Petach Tik¥ah last week between 
Jewish workers belonging to the Palestine Labour Federation and 
the Revisionist organisation respectively and the Palestine police, 
in consequence of a fresh dispute between the Labour Federation 
and Revisionist workers over the question of employing Revisionists.

Musical Faculty Projected at Hebrew University

A special committee in New York, of which Lazare Saminsky is 
Chairman, and Ernest Bloch, Ossip Gabrilovitch, Arnold Schonberg, 
Mischa Elman, Joseph Achron and Joseph Yasser are members, 
have formulated a plan for the organisation of a Musical Faculty at 
the University of Jerusalem in Palestine. The plan embraces the 
creation of two departments of musical education and research, the 
latter to occupy itself particularly with the recording and studying 
of the old Biblical chants used by the various Hebrew tribes 
represented in the Palestine population when cantillating the 
Scriptures. This work is especially important for the establishing 
of the link between early Christian and early Hebrew sacred music 
and for the whole problem of the origin of European music as well. 
Mr. Saminsky has forwarded the compiete report of his Committee 
to Dr. Magnes, Chancellor of the University, and to Dr. A. S. W.

FIFTIETH ANNIVERSARY OF FIRST JEWISH GROVE 


The fiftieth anniversary of the first private Jewish grove planted 
in Palestine was observed at a gathering of over three hundred 
representatives of every institution and class of Jewish life in 
Palestine, including many representatives of the pre-War. Yishuy, 
which came to congratulate Mrs. Sarah Ita Fellman, the original 
owner of the grove and widow of the man who planted it. The 
Jubilee .Committee consisted of Messrs. S. D. Levontine, M., 
Meirovitz, A. Liebrecht, L. Danin and Isaac Rokach. Dov Fellman, 
her husband, came from Mezritch, in Poland, fifty vears ago, bringing 
over his young wife and family soon after, and: planted his grove at 
It was at that time 
a wild and desolate neighbourhood. in which there was a Bedouin 
camp. 

Fellman died of sunstroke a vear afterhis arrival, and his young 
widow carried on the work. Shesurmounted considerable obstacles 
and succeeded in developing her grove‘and bringing up her family, 
and has managed to preserve the grove intact.

The Lord Plumer Fellowship 
AWARDED TO GERMAN REFUGEE 

The Lord, Plumer Fellowship in Arabic Studies at the Hebrew 
University which is provided by the Friends of the University in 
memory of the late Lord Plumer’s good work and sympathy with the 
Jewish cause, and as a gesture of friendship to the Arabs, and is of 
the value of £100 per annum, has, by decision of the University 
Council acting on the recommendation of the School of Oriental 
Studies, been awarded this year to Dr. Martin Plessner, formerly at 
the University of Frankfort. Dr. Plessner has chosen as his 
subject of research, “Fresh Sources for a History of Astrology in 
Islam.” 

Dr. Plessner was born in Poznau in 1900, and is a German 
citizen. He was educated at the Elizabeth Gymnasium at Breslau 
from 1907 to 1918, and then studied at the Universities of Breslau 


and Berlin. He graduated at Breslau in 1925. In 1929, Dr. Plessner 


spent some time in Turkey, Syria and Palestine. In 1931, he was 
appointed Privatdozent in Semitic Languages and Islamic Lore at 
Frankfort University, where he remained until compulsorily retired. 
Immigration Figures for December 

During December, 1,737 Jews went into Palestine as immigrants, 
out of the total of 1826 immigrants admitted in the course of the 
month. They include 283 who were admitted under the capitalist 
category, aS possessing a sum of £1,000 or more; and they took 
299 dependents into the country with them. The figures metlude 
twenty-six immigrants who went in with tourist visas, remaining 
without legal authorisation, and have now been registered by the 
Authorities. Eleven of these belong to the capitalist category. 
Ninety-five intending immigrants were refused admission. 


Dead Sea Salts Lawsuit 

\ lawsuit is proceeding before the Turkish commercial court as 
to the validity of the concession for the extraction of minerals from 
the Dead Sea. British lawyers and solicitors are attending the 
proceedings and evidence is being taken at the request of the British 
Hich Court...

| But his suppression of the truth in regard to Zionism at Princes Road 
i* biuek more serious, as the following outstanding and veimable facts at 
once decnonustrate (in the Sabbath following the ttalfour Declaration. the 
Minister devoted the whole of his sermon to that event, welcoming it in 
HO untbeasnred terns and dilating on its enormous significance to our 
people. On the Frat Day of Tabernac!es, 1922, he devoted his sermon 
entitied “Back to the Land" to a description of the work of the 
Keren Hayesod and to an appealon behalf of its fuuds. That sermon was 
printed, published and widely circulated by the Zionist Association: and 
#& most appreciative letter was received by the preacher from the Zionist 
offices in Jerusalem thanking him for his work for the cause, and especi-. 
aliy for the sermon. Following, and as a result of that sormon, new 
influential support, financial and personal, was forthcoming for the Keren 
Hayesod from leading members of the Congregation. From time to time, 
She pulpit continued to advocate the cause- and the Minister. as an Hon. 
Meer of the Fund, was instrumental in collecting various amounts from 
his members and others. In the sueceeding years, he both presided and 
spoke at Pablic Mectings on behalf of Zionism ; he presided at the opening 
ceremony on one of the days of the last Zionist Bazaar, and took the 
chair frequently at drawing room mecetings in the nouses of members ot 
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his congregation in aid of the National Fund on the occasions of the visits 
of distinguished speakers from London. 

In 1931, on the occasion of the Biennial Conference of the English 
Branch of the National Fund Commission in Liverpool, the delegates 
attended the Service in Princes Road Synagogue on the Sabbath, when the 
Minister preached a special sermon for the occasion and attended the 
Confereuce ; and a few days after, he received a letter from the Chairman 


of the Conference (Mr. Robert Solomon) expre-sing appreciation of his 


support of and interest in the work, thanking him for giving the local 


Community so kindly a lead and conveying the del ght with which he 


and his colleagues had listened to the Minister's “ powerful and appealing 
sermon.” 

It is thus manifestly clear how much at variance with the trath are

SUCCESS OF BRITI<H POLICY. 


GRATIFYING EVIDENCES OF RECOVERY 

The Annual General Meetine of the National Provincial Bank, Li... was 
xeld on Thursday, February Ist, at Southern House, London, F.C 

Mr. Colin Frederick Campbel! (the Chairman), after remarking that 1933 had 
been a Momentous yeir in the history of the Bank and of the London Money 
Market. and. indeed, of all the world in its political and business activi! ies, 
srocee jed to deal with several matters of domestic interest. Sir Harry Goschen, 
ne said, had suffered a severe breakdown in health owing to overwork and. the 
strain of his many res onsibilities, and, although making steady p ogress 
towards re overy, felt obliged in October last to ask to be relieved of the heavy 
iuties involved in the Chairmanship of the Bank. He himself had been invited 
by his colleagues to succeed Sir Harry in that position, and Mr. Alexander 
Johnston had been appointed a Deputy Chairman. 

In order to relieve Sir Alfre | Lewis from the very onerous duties that he 
had so ably and devotedly performed during the past twelve years as Chief 
General Manaver, and at the same time to retain for the Pank the benefit of his 
xceptional judgment and great experience, the Board proposed to appoint him 
1 Deputy Cha rman from February Ist, the date when he desired to relinquish 
his managerial duties. Mr. Ernest Cornwall, who had been for forty-one years 
in the service of the National Provincia! Bank, and a General Minager for 
twelve years, would become Chief General Manager. 

CENTENARY -OF THE BANK. 

Another d »mestie matter, and a landmark in the history of British banking 
was the centenary of the Bank, its Deed of Settlement having been signed on 
September 23rd, 1833. A permanent memorial of the occasion had been provided 
in the form of a book, written by Mr. Hiurtley Withers, which would be a record 
for all time of the Bank's history during its first hundred vears and wonld show 
how much the world owed to the p oneers who foun’ed and organise! the 
National Provincial Bank. introducing into the English svstem the new and 
important principle of widespread branch banking, worked from a centre in 
London 

Attempts to look into the future of the world of finance were much more 
difficult than usual today. When the Government of the richest nation in the 
world was making bold ond astonishing experiments with its currency and had 
created a fund eanal to about £40),000,000 «sterling in order to carry them ont, 
the future trend of finan al must necessarily be obscure. hur own 
Government had created a fan! similar in amount, but, while this was for the 
purpose of keeping the pound steady, and was named the Exchange Equalisation 
Account, Mr. Roosevelt's fund was apparently to be used in order to depress the 
exchange value of the dollar. | 


IMPROVED HOME TRADE CONDITIONS, 


The policy at home had been rewarded by gratifying snccess; the evi ences 
of which had been set forth fully in the annual reviews published by the papers 
increased employment, recovery in railway traffics, expanded tarnover of 
money, some improvement in foreign trade and a great improvement in the 
position of Governnient finance. With these evidences of recovery they faced 
the present year with confidence certainly, but, he hoped, also with a 
determination to regar! the progress so far made as only a beginning, ang 
to press on, with. every effort that. they could make, to something more 
like a return of general prosperity, shared in by all industries and all 
classes at home, and by all their neighbours and customers in the Empire and 
abroad. 

The Report and Accounts were unanimously adopted, and at an extraordinary 
general meeting afterwards held, a resolution was passed altering the articles 
of association so as to empower the Directors to appoint a second Deputy 
Chairman. 


LLOYDS BANK, LIMITED. 


GREAT BRITAIN’S IMPROVED POSITION, 

The 76th Ordinary General Meeting of Liovds Bank, Ltd., was held on 2nd 
February at Southern House, London, E.C. 

Mr. J. Beaumont Pease (Chairman of the Bank) said that their net profit, 
after chirging Rebate and Income Tax, provision having been made for all bad 
and doubtful debts and for contingencies out of the profits of the year, was 
£1,438,822. That was £111,000 less than it was last year, and thus on the face of it 
compared unfavourably with the majority of their comp-titors. They could, it 
was obvious, have shown an increase in their profits if they had so desired. It 
would have been perfectly legitimate to have charged some of their bad debts to 
their Contingency Reserve. If they had done so they would have had a larger 
balance than £100,009 to put back to Contingency Account, but they did not see 
that any good purpose would have been served by taking sume out of that 
account merely to put them back again, and they preferred therefore to follow 
their more usual practice of debiting all their bad debts of the vear to the Profit 
and Loss of the year. 

The bank's internal reserves were abundantly strong, but in these abnormal 
times they preferred to keep them so, and even to increase them, by following 
the conservative course of debiting everything they properly could to profits. 
Shareholders would agree with him, he felt sure, that the Balance-sheet showed 
that their bank was in a thoroughly sound position and continued to prosper.

QUIET BUT STEADY PROGRESS.

Personally, | have always felt that crookery nook 
is the one segment of soctety that has never been submitted 
to realism on the stage. It expect in reality that burglary 
with the cat before or after, is probably as grad grind and 
inglorigus a’ drudgery as clerking or working in a mass 
production factory. But since audiences ought to be ignorant the 
romantic playwright has wide liberties. This much I must say 
in praise of the ensemble responsible for writing “ The Quitter”’ a!

complete with electric drill and @ biack bag of burglarious tools 
that looked tremendously professional.

Unhappy is the playwright whose mental attitude to his subject 
is one of satire while his pen insists on writing burlesque, Such 
it seems to me, is the trouble with Mr. Rodney Ackland’s ” Birth 
day” at. the Cambridge Theatre. In setting out to reveal the

Wilde Wit at the Old Vic 


“THE IMPORTANCE OF BEING EARNEST” 

Considering the emohasis laid on the current Mayfair 
mannerisms of the naughty nineties it is amazing how the 
sparkle of Oscar Wilde's gayest and lightest comedy flashes almost 
as brilliantly as when it first delighted the superior audiences at 
the St. James's Theatre in 1895. This Old Vic version is skilfully 
acted and as, usual with Mr. Tyrcne Guthrie's production, one can 
see upon reflection how much thought and sound judgment 
has been devoted to presenting the fin-de-siécle masterpiece for 
a 1934 audience. Among the brilliant cast the outstanding perform- 
unces were those of Ursula Jeans, Elsa Lanchester; Roger Livesey 
and George Curzon. I place Miss Jeans first, because Wilde, with 
the exception of Elsa Lanchester’s part, took little trouble at 
characterisation, sprinkling his pricele ss wit with an even hand. 
So that Miss Jeans had to lend conviction to school-girl ignorance, 
uttering repartee which could scarcely come from such a secluded 
existence. She and Flora Robson in the quarrel scene were simply 
delightful. Athene Seyler seemed to me a trifle too eighteenth 
century as Lady Bracknell. It is a joyous entertainment and it is 
interesting to note how much better the positive wit preserves than 
the negative paradoxes.

Schnabel and the Pro-Arte 


The combination of Schnabel and the Pro-Arte Quartet is new 
to this country. But from their performance as an ensemble at 
their recent subscription concert it is a remarkably strong 
und effective combination, and will, I hope, be heard again in 
Landon. The opportunity thus given of performances of Brahms’ 
and Dvorak’s pianoforte quintets played by masters is so rare 
that one was surprised that the Queen's Hall was not packed 
out, instead of being about three-quarters full. The question 
raised before the performance, whether Schnabel would scale down 
the tonal dynamics of his playing to meet the needs of the compara. 
tively delicate string quartet was answered triumphantly, and the 
one possible serious difficulty in the way of fine ensemble work was 
thus removed. Brahms’ Quintet is robust enough in passages to 
demand the robust playing of Schnabel; but in the Andante move- 
ment, and again in the Mozart quartet which followed, the balance 
was unusually good. In some respects, the Mozart was even better 
than the Brahms Quintet, and the peculiarly fine and subtle beauty 
of the lyrical Andante, the nervous: strengh of the Allegro and the 
gay yet restrained dancing theme of the Rondo, were all perfectly 
shaped and phrased. 


Mahler's Ninth Symphony 

Lasting an hour and twenty minutes, Mahler's Ninth Symphony 
occupied more than half the programme of the B B.C. Symphony 
concert on Wednesday evening. Its size is not the only respect in 
which it is a great work, for its two outer movements are magnificent 
though morbid, and their finer qualities are accentuated by the 
inner movements of “ Landler’’ and Rondo bases, which are bizarre 
and roughly ponderous. The whole work tends to suffer from ponder: 
ousness, but its remarkable orchestration and great originality 
in variation of melodic line prevent it ever being dull, whilst at 
times it comes very near that height of lofty contemplation which 
has no communion with earthy things. Lamond played the colo 
instrument in Beethoven's Third pianoforte concerto a little less 
satisfactorily than one expects fronfhim. The performance lacked 
vitality, and Lamond has taught us to expect so much.
